Regarding the rate at which it 
ds likely to be linked, it is pointed 
that the United Preas roport that 
the rate “should not be higher 
than 1/6" has riot been denied. 

Authoritative sources assert 
that officials consider that de- 
valuation of the present silver 
dollar, or any other inflationary 
panacens, are utterly impracticable 
in China, on account of the fact 
that the Government owns only an 
infinitesimal fraction of the 
natlon’s silver stocks, 

Therefore a departure from the 
silver standard would apparently 
occur on the exit of the existing 
economic impasse, 

It is also pointed out that a 
managed . currency would not be 
Hable to fluctuations, to which a 
silver currency is subjected by the 
erratic movements of the world 
silver price—United Prees.

The 72 men of the railrond 
police are going to find themselveg 
out of work. On the French sya- 
tem of reserving public posts for 
special categories of citizens, the 
police force is obliged to give five 
out of every six vacancies in its 
organisation to young men finish- 
ing their milltary service. Thus 
it, cannot ‘assorb the trained men 
who have been employed in police 
work from eight to ten ‘yenrs 
without finding places at the same 
time for 860 young men without 
cxperlence; which it can't do. , 


It remains to be seen what 
effect the change will have on 
erime’on the railroads. Thefts 
occasipnally occur jn French 
trnins, but the most apectaculur 
erimes are assaults and murders, 
which are unfortunately not «xaoc- 
Jy rare, Attacks are particularly 
likely to occur in the old-style 
coaches without corridors in which 
every compartment is cut off from 
evitty other once the train Js in 
motion. Not ‘infrequently  cri- 
minala have taken advantage of 
that fact to shut themselves up in 
isolated compartments with lone 
travellers, stun or kill them under 
cover of the noise of the train, and 
leave with their booty at the next 
station before the bodies of their 
victims ‘are discovered.—United 
Presa, :

Election: In some quarters, 
there has been a suggestion that 
Labour, although traditionally 
pacific in its outlook, might be 
disposed to take a strong stand 
against any nation seeking to 
ignore its international. obliga- 
tions towards China, But in 
this matter, as in others, it is 
well to-remember that power 
brings with it a sonsé of respon-

reasonable to expect that even if 
Labour did again come into 
joffice it would be extremely 
jchary of taking any action which 
might precipitate a Far*Eastern 
crisis.

“We should fully recognise,” he 
says, “as we did at Washington, 
Japan's right to equality of 
sccurity; possibly admit her 
economic - interests in 
Asia; do everything possible to 
help Japan to solve by peaceful 
means her acute. economic prob- 
Tem,and. meet with generous 
understanding her case against 
racial discrimination.” - In short,

agreement would eventually make 
them unnecessary.’

The police do not combat this 
last point. But they bewail the 
fnct that notice was not given be- 
fore the budget for the year was 
up, since now the pollce depart- 
ment has not the neccessary funds 
to maintain the apecial department 
of Railway Pollce. 


Three French railroads already 
maintain their own police systems 
in addition’ to that provided by the 


' Surete Nationale—The State, The 


North, and the Paris-Orléans 
roads, Others may organise them, 
The present service costa all the 
‘yailways put together 1,700,000 
francs, which is cheap, considoring 
that the thre railways that have’ 
their own police in addition pay 
from two to four millions each for 
that department. 


Tho 72 men of the railroad 
police are going to find themselves 
out of work. On the French sys- 
tem of reserving public posts for 
special categories of citizens, the 
police-force is: obliged-to- give. five 
out of every six vacancies in its 
organisation to younx men finish- 
ing their military service. Thus 
it cannot assord the trained men 
who have been employed in polico 
work from cight to ten years 
without finding places at the same 
time for 360 young men without 
experience; which it can't do. 


It retains to be geen whit 
effect the change will have on 
crime on the rallronds, Thefts 
ovceasionally occur in French 
trains, but the most apectrcular 
crimes are assaults and murders, 
which are unfortunately not «xaci- 
ly rare. Attacks are particularly 
likely to occur in the old-style 
conches without corridors in which 
every compartment is cut off from 
ewcry other once the train 1g in 
motion. Not: infrequently — cri- 
minole have taken: advantage of 
that fact to shut themselves up in 
isolated ‘compartments with lone 
travellers, stun or kill them under 
cover of the noise of the train, and 
lenve with their booty at the next 
station before the: bodies of their 
victims aro discovered —United 
Presa.

‘Judgment against: the . Fronch 
Bank (the Banque Franco 
Chinoiac pour Ie Commerce et I’ 
Industric) was given this morning 
for $691,601.33 claimed by the 
‘Kwong Shing Cheong Sandalwood 
Association, Ltd. (in voluntary 
liquidation). : 


Mr, Justice A.D.A. MacGregor, 
Chief Justice, said the bank man- 
ager’s suspicions - should have 
becn. aroused by the provious 
actions of Lau Ping, manager of 
the Sandalwood Association, who 
disappeared in September, 1932, 
after misappropriating his firm's 
exchango profits through manifpaul- 
ation of dummy accounts at the 
bank. 


In giving judgment with costs 
against the bank, his Lordship 
directed an enquiry to be made to 
determine whether any part of the 
proceeds of the converted cashier 
orders was applied to the plaintiff 


company. - a 

Mr. Eldon Potter, K.C., and Mr. 
F. C. Jenkin, K.C., instructed by 
Mr, D..J. Lewis, of Johnson, Stokes 
& Master, appeared for plaintiff, 
and Mr. H. G. Sheldon, K.C., and 
Mr. D, McNeill were instructed by 
Mr. E, Davidson, of . Hastings & 
Co., for the defence. 


TRADING COMPANY FORMED’ 


In his judgment, his Lordship 
recalled that the plaintiff tirm, of 
which Lau Ping was the manager, 
had a nominal capital of $1,200,000 
and had an account with the 
Hongkong & Shanghai Banking 
Corporation. .In 1930, the Han- 
ping Trading Company was form- 
ed and opened an account with the 
French Bank. Later they asked 
for equal facilities to be given 
them with defendant's . Shanghai 
branch, where thoy had opened a 
trading concern also under the 
name of Itanping Trading Ca. 


In 1931, Lau Ping became 
general maunager'‘of the Hanping 
Trading Co., and requested the 
French Bank to open another 
account to be called the “B" 
account and to be operated only 
by ‘himself or Stephen Tsang, an 
official of the Hanping. The 
French Bank ‘acceded ‘to all these 
requests . . 


In 1930 and 1931, the Sandal- 
wood Association, through ‘Lau 
Ping, engaged in many exchange 
transactions, the losses of which 
were pald by the Association 
whilst the profits were made out 
to them by the various banks con- 
cerned, in cashicr orders or‘com- 
pradore orders, a distinction with- 
out. difference... twas with.73 
of such orders, totalling $591,- 
601.33, including five drawn by the 
defendant bank, that the action 
was concerned. Ench of these 
orders was paid by defendants to 
the credit of the Hanping Trading 
Co. “A” or “B" account. 


About September,, 1932, Lau 
Ping disappeared and the Hatping 
Trading Company ceased to carry 
on business. An examination of 
the plaintiff! Company’s books 
showed no record of the orders 
nor of nny Indebtedness of the 
Sandalwood Association to the 
Hanping justifying the payment 
to them of the orders. Nor was 
there any record in the Hanping 
books vf any “B" account with the 
French Bank. In these cir¢um- 
stances, defendatly clalmed the 
face value of the ordera aos 
damages for conversion, - or, 
alternatively, #3 monies received 
by defendints for plaintiffs’ use. 


MISAPPROPRIATION 


Lau Ping had no doubt Im- 
properly used the nume of the 
plaintiff company for his own use 
and misappropriated profits earn- 
ed on exchange trnsactions in a 
genern] course of fraudulent deal- 
ing which could have been stopped 
hud the French Bank asked:— 
“Has not the plaintiff! Company ao 
banking account, and why are not 
these orders paid into that 
account?” : 


The defence had not maintained 
their plen that the ordera were, 
negotiable instruments, and 
anawer to their specific denial that 
the orders were plaintiff’s property 
because Lau Ping entered, Into the 
exchange transactions for his 
own benefit, the plaintiffs had 
argued that the apparent authority 
of Lau -Ping to actos he did was 
the real authority or far as plain- 
tiffs were concerned. The de- 
fendants had contended that the 
contracts wore unenforcenblo in 
law bocause they were gambles, 
Lut there was no local legislation 
on the subject of gaming. 


“J find: that the * defendant 
bankers ‘were gullty of the conver- 
alon of gach of. the orders sued 
upon and there will therefore be 
judgment for. the plaintiffs with 
costs,” his Lordship concluded, |

ism yel devised to operate such a 
system, 

The mojlerate measures of 
national defence provided for in 
-the White Paper did not consti- 
tute in themselves any departure 
from that ‘policy, while.the British 
Goveriment’s devotion to” the 
League and to the collective peace 
system had recently © been many 
times demonstrated.” . 

‘Novertheless, pence could not 
be fully assured until all nations 
were members of the League and 
inspired in their national policy 
by the spirit of the covenant. 


NEED OF PRECAUTION 


The truth was that the collec- 
tive system was at present in a 
state of evolution and until all 
nations shared ‘equally a desire 
to. ca-opernate in working’ that 
system, those Governments who 
believe in it have an obligation, 
not. only towards one another but 
towards thelr. own people, to take 
elementary precautions, The Bri- 
tish Government was at’ present 
endeavouring to bring about a 
settlement to meet the. nervous- 
ness which: had certainly in- 
creased in Europe during the last 
few years. ‘Fears, suspicions 
and ambitions which darkened 
Europe's political horizon were of 
immense significance. to British 
people. Science had 
Brituin’s geographical isolation 
and the’ consequences of Euro- 
pean events were felt - more 
directly, although tho political 
outlook of the. British ‘people 
had not as-yet 
any similar change. — 


INCREASED ANXIETY
